Sir Charles Augustus Murray (1806-1895): Following a classical 

education at Eton and Oxford and a period at Lincoln’s Inn, Murray 

became Groom-in-Waiting to Queen Victoria before being appointed 

Master-of-the-Household in 1838. He left Royal Service in 1844 to 

begin a diplomatic career and after two years as Secretary to the 

Legation at Naples, he took up the post of Consul General in Egypt 

where he remained until 1853. After a short spell in Switzerland, he was 

then appointed Envoy and Minister Plenipotentiary to the Persian 

Court in 1854, a position he occupied until 1859. The short Anglo- 

Persian War of 1856—57 was fought during Murray’s time in Tehran 

and although he was subsequently exonerated, one of the original 

causes of the conflict was the Persian refusal to withdraw charges of 
intrigue against him. From Persia, Murray was sent as Minister to the 

Court of Saxony and was created K.C.B. before leaving for Copenha- 

gen in 1866. His final appointment was to head the Legation in Lisbon 

and he retired from the diplomatic service in the autumn of 1874. 

The Bath insignia is accompanied by a small quantity of original 
documents, etc. of which the following are of particular interest: 

(i) The biography of the recipient by Sir Herbert Maxwell, pub. 1898, 

indexed and with some portrait plates. 

(ii) Two portrait engravings of Murray as Consul General in Egypt, 
1853, both unframed. 

(iii) A copy of Murray’s pamphlet concerning Queen Victoria’s mar- 
riage to Prince Albert, pub. 1840. 

(iv) An official letter to Murray from the Secretary of the [Royal] 
Zoological Society enclosing their silver medal (not present with the 
lot) in recognition of his achievement in bringing back to London 
the first live hippopotamus “‘seen in Europe for 1500 years”. 

Additionally, the lot contains various items relating to Murray’s son 

Charles and his grandson Alasdair; the latter died of wounds during the 

South African War in June 1900.

Capture of Fiye Gun-Vessels and a Sloop, December 14th, 1814 

At about half-past nine on the morning of December 14th, Com- 
mander Lockyer F edeied his boats to anchor. It was almost noon when 
the foremost British boat, in which were Commander Lockyer and 
Lieutenant G. Pratt, got alongside the gunboat bearing the Commo- 
dore’s pendant. A desperate conflict followed, in which nearly all the 
assailants were either killed or wounded, among the latter being 
Commander Lockyer and Lieutenant Pratt (mortally), but the remain- 
der succeeded in boarding the vessel, and, being well supported by the 
first barge of the “Sea-horse’, and the boats; of the “Tonnant”, 
commanded by Lieutenant J.B. Tattnall, she was speedily in the 
possession of the British. The guns of the captured gunboat were 
immediately turned on the remaining four, and, the second and third 
divisions of the boats quickly coming up, in five minutes the whole of 
the American force was taken. The loss of the victors was severe, owing 
to the heavy fire opened upon them in their slow advance against the 
current. Three midshipmen and fourteen men were killed, and Com- 
mander Lockyer, five Lieutenants, ten other officers, and sixy-one men 
wounded, making a total of seventeen men killed, and seventy-seven 
wounded. The loss of the Americans was trifling in comparison, six 
men killed, and thirty-five men, including Lieutenant Jones, wounded. 
For their gallant conduct on this occasion, Commanders Lockyer, 
Montressor, and Roberts, were made post-captains, and some of the 
lieutenants and midshipmen also were promoted.

A colourful first-hand account of the experiences of the XVIIIth Royal 
Irish Regiment during the China War of 1842 is offered by Lieutenant 
A. Murray, in his book ‘‘Doings in China”. Murray was the officer in 
charge of the so-called “picked shots”, or sharpshooters of the regi- 
ment, and was therefore often in the thick of the action, and well- 
positioned to describe events graphically. 

An interesting theme which runs through the book is the inferior 
discipline and organisation of the numerically superior Chinese forces, 
and their lack of effective, modern weapons. One episode in which 
Murray relates a bout of personal hand to hand combat with a heavily 
armed Chinese warrior, seems to have come straight from the annals of 


Boy’s Own, and conjures up images of Harrison Ford as the fictional 
hero, Indiana Jones: 

*... having no particular confidence in my regulation spit, or per- 
haps in my own skill as a swordsman, I stuck my sword in the mud 
beside me, took a steady aim and shot him”. 

Despite the jocular manner in which Lieutenant Murray writes, there 
is no doubt that his regiment was involved in some particularly vicious 
engagements and witnessed some extremely gory sights. Murray tells of 
the horror of discovering large numbers of the inhabitants of Chapoo 
had committed suicide rather than face the British, after the capture of 
that city in May, 1842. The regiment sustained heavy casualties and 
Murray was himself wounded, though this is hardly surprising when 
considering the fact that the British were outnumbered almost four to 
one at Chapoo.

Robert Boyle Warren purchased a commission in the 80th Foot and 
was appointed as an Ensign on 27th March 1840. The Regiment was 
serving in Australia at this time, and were employed as guards to gangs 
of convicts, and the Regimental Digest shows Ensign Warren as 
present at Parramatta on 16th July 1841. They continued to serve in 
Australia and New Zealand until 1844, when on the 18th August of 
that year they set sail for India. During the voyage one of the four ships 
carrying the Regiment was caught in a hurricane and wrecked on one 
of the Andaman Islands, where the survivors remained for the next fifty 
days until their rescue. On the ship in question were a Major, three 
Captains and four Lieutenants of the 80th, it is not possible to confirm 
if Warren was one of them. 

In the latter half of 1845 the Regiment moved from Agra to join the 
Army of the Sutlej. On 11th December the war began when an 
advanced guard of the Sikh Army numbering 60,000 men crossed the 
River Sutlej into British territory. The 80th advanced under the most 
adverse conditions and it speaks well for their endurance and discipline 
that they were able to cover 150 miles in seven days. 

The Sikh Army halted at the village of Moodkee, and on the 18th 
December a hard fought action commenced. The British carried the 
day, and the 80th suffered five killed and twenty wounded, also being 
granted “Moodkee” as a battle honour. Three days later on 21st 
December the battle of Ferozshah began with an intensive artillery 
duel. It then became the bloodiest action that the British had fought in 
India so far. It was later said “‘they had never come so close to defeat”. 

On 23rd December Lt. Warren was blown up by a mine.

Major Godwin was one of the thirty-five officers selected by Sir 
Garnet Wolseley for special service on the expedition to Ashantee in 
1873. This group of men were to be known as the “Wolseley Ring” they 
were exceptionally brilliant and literate. They were relatively young 
(under forty) and all of them had been hand picked. Augustus Anson 
said * ‘he (Wolseley) was using the finest steel in the army to cut brush 
wood.” 

In the early stages of the campaign, Wolseley raised two regiments of 
local troops under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Evelyn Wood 
and Major Baker Russell. The six companies under Russell included 
the Annamaboe Contingent which had been raised and led by Major 
Godwin. He was in turn the Special Commissioner to the King of 
Annamaboe who also accompanied his men in the field. 

The Annamaboes fought creditably under their King at their bap- 
tism of fire on the 27th October when the British force and its tribal 
levies surprised an Ashantee force of three thousand men near Dun- 
quah. During this action the King of Annamaboe was wounded as was 
Major Godwin. 

Wolseley later described the aftermath, “Captain Godwin of the 
Royal Dublins, was hit badly in the groin. A very good officer, always 
to the fore, he was a severe loss at the moment. I saw him the next day, 
when he declared that his wound was nothing, and that he was certain 
to be well in a few a days.

Where a few officers were still sitting, among them the 
post commander who was wounded with the first shots fired. 

As a result of the raid, one British officer, two British soldiers and 
thirty-eight Indians were killed. Three British officers and forty-six 
Indians were wounded. Twenty-six rifles, a quantity of ammunition, 
and a number of horses and mules were carried off.

Annual Report of the Liverpool Shipwreck & Humane Society for the 
year ended Ist July, 1912: 

“The Society's Gold Medal and Illuminated Certificate of Thanks were 
awarded to Commander Arthur Henry Rostron, R.D., R.N.R., of the 
R.M.S. “Carpathia’’, also the Thanks of the Committee to his Officers 
_and Crew for their praiseworthy and humane service in rescuing the 
survivors of the S.S. “Titanic”. On the 10th April last the Royal Mail 
steamer ““Titanic’’ sailed on her voyage to New York from Southamp- 
ton. While in lat. 41.46 N., long. 50.14 W. (off the banks of Newfoun- 
dland), she collided with an iceberg at 11.45 on the night of Sunday, the 
14th April, 1912, and sank at 2.20 a.m. the next day. Out of 2,206 lives 
on board, 1501 perished, only 705 being saved. The Society’s Silver 
Medal and an Illuminated Certificate of Thanks were also awarded to 
each of the following Officers:- Chief Officer Lieut. Thomas William 
Hankinson, R.N.R., Chief Engineer Alexander Braid Johnstone, Chief 
Steward Evan Henry Hughes, Purser Ernest George Fredk. Brown, 
R.N.R., Dr. Frank Edward McGee, Dr. Arpad Lengyel, Dr. Vittoria 
Rosioto, and Wireless Operator Thomas Cottam”. 

THE TITANIC LEGEND: 

The sequence of events culminating in the loss of the Titanic is as well 
or even better known than those surrounding any other comparable 
tragedy of the twentieth century. Despite all the familiarity however, 
the sinking of this liner still excites an endless fascination and even now, 
eighty years after Titanic foundered, the public at large remains as 
interested in her fate as those who were alive at the time. Inevitably, 
many of the facts have become confused or distorted over the years and 
certain myths have grown up for which there is no basis of truth. The 
official report of the Liverpool Shipwreck & Humane Society quoted 








above relates a reasonably accurate though very bland version of what 
occurred whereas the more graphic account which follows can usefully 
draw attention not only to the events of that April night in 1912, but 
also to the importance of the disaster within the context of all the 
medals which have ever been awarded for saving life at sea. 

R.M.S Titanic and her sister ship Olympic were ordered by the White 
Star Line—in American ownership since 1901 —as their response to 
Cunard’s domination of the lucrative North Atlantic passenger trade. 
Of all the shipping routes across the world, this was the one where the 
largest profits were to be made and once Cunard’s revolutionary 
turbine liners Lusitania and Mauritania entered service in 1907, their 
competitors at once found themselves disadvantaged. Whilst the 
Cunarder’s were extremely fast however, the degree of comfort they 
offered to passengers was somewhat limited and it was here that White 
Star saw their opportunity. Plans were prepared for a pair of ‘super’ 
liners, both considerably larger than the Cunard steamers and each 
more luxurious than any ship ever previously contemplated. They were 
never intended to outrun the Cunarder’s in terms of speed and the 
belief that Titanic was attempting a new record for the crossing on her 
maiden voyage was entirely mistaken. 

Registered at 46,329 tons and the largest passenger liner in the world, 
Titanic cleared Southampton for New York just after midday on 
Wednesday, 10 April 1912. When she left Queenstown after lunch the 
following day, having stopped there to pick up both mail and addi- 
tional passengers, she had on board just over 2,200 people; less than 
one third of them were to survive the journey upon which they had 
embarked. The voyage was uneventful; the weather cold but fine. Just 
after 11.40pm on the night of Sunday, 14 April, Titanic’s lookout 
sighted an iceberg dead ahead and although the deck officer altered 
course immediately, the berg scraped along the starboard bow and tore 
a 300 foot gash in the ship’s side. The engines were stopped, Captain 
Smith was summoned to the bridge and Thomas Andrews, Titanic’'s 
designer, was sent below to inspect the damage. His report came all too 
quickly; Titanic was doomed and wireless calls for aid were sent out at 
once. 

The nearest ship to respond was the Cunard steamer Carpathia, 58 
miles away and outward bound from New York with 725 passengers of 
her own. Arthur Rostron, her Captain, drove her through the night as 
fast as he dared but by the time she arrived on the scene at about 
3.30am the next morning, Titanic had already sunk and taken over 
1,500 lives with her. The evacuation of the stricken ship had been 
orderly enough but there was no denying that her boats could only 
carry about one third of those aboard and there was little hope for the 
others who had been cast into the freezing sea when she sank at 
2.20am.Rostron, an efficient and practical seaman, had used the hours 
since receiving the first distress call to make preparations which were 
both careful as well as sensitive for the survivors. Having recovered 








Titanic's boats and their occupants, Rostron then cruised about the 
area for some time until he had assured himself that no-one remained 
to be saved. At 8.50 in the morning, just over five hours after arriving at 
Titanic’s last position, Rostron put Carpathia about and headed her 
back to New York with just over 700 survivors aboard. 

Carpathia herself arrived in New York on Thursday evening, her 
name already immortalised in maritime history and her Captain and 
crew the heroes of the hour. It was small wonder that Rostron had 
honours showered upon him and was eventually to end his career as 
Commodore of the Cunard Line; the lesser awards—to those such as 
Chief Steward Evan Hughes —are no less highly prized however and 
will always occupy a quite unique place in the annals of lifesaving.

In 1886 news reached London that the Governor of the Sudan province 
of Equatoria, Emin Pasha (he was, in fact, a German named Eduard 
Schnitzer) was in danger of being overwhelmed by the forces of the 
Mahdi which had been terrorising the Sudan since 1882. Emin Pasha’s 
plight and the public sympathy which it provoked resulted in the fitting 
out of a relief expedition, the command of which was given to Henry 
Morton Stanley. Striking inland from the mouth of the Congo River in 
Feb. 1887, Stanley eventually found Emin Pasha and brought him 
safely out of the interior. The Royal Geographical Society presented 
Stanley with a unique gold medal and amongst other rewards sanc- 
tioned, 200 of these silver stars were struck, most of which were sent to 
Africa and distributed to the Zanzibaris and other natives who had 
accompanied Stanley across the continent on his rescue mission.

General Sir Arthur Wigram Money was born in 1866, educated at 
Charterhouse and entered the R.A. in 1885. Sent to India, he served on 
the expeditions to the Zhob Valley (1890) and Isazai (1892), and then 
served in the Tirah Expeditionary Force, being present at Dargai and 
Saran Sar (M.1.D., L.G. 5 April 1898: Brev. Major; medal & 2 clasps). 
Was on the Staff during the South African War, taking part in several 
operations during 1900—01 (M.I.D., L.G. 16 April 1901; Brev. Lt. 
Col.; Queen's medal & 3 clasps; King’s medal & 2 clasps). On the N.W.F. 
in 1908, Money took part in the operations in the Zakka Khel country 
(M.I.D., L.G. 22 May 1908) and in those against the Mohmands, 
including the action at Kharga (M.I.D., L.G. 14 Aug. 1908; C.B.; medal 
and clasp). 

During the Great War, he once again served on the Staff, being Chief 
of the General Staff (Dec. 1915—July 1917), and was afterwards Chief 
Administrator of occupied enemy territory.

1918. Five times M.I.D., his distinguished War services brought him 
the K.C.B. (1917), K.B.E. (1919) and the C.S.I. (1916), in addition to 
his foreign rewards. He retired from the Army in 1920, was appointed 
Col. Commandant of the R.A. in 1931 and died in 1951.

Sir Joseph Skevington retired in 1936 after thirty-three years service as 
a surgeon having served in the Boer War as a civil surgeon to the South 
African Field Force, there taking some of the first X-Ray films used on 
military service. He settled in practice in Windsor in 1903, when he was 
elected to the Staff of the Infirmary. After several months in France at 
the beginning of the 1914—1918 War, he was invalided home in 1915, 
but he went overseas again as a Captain in the R.A.M.C. He was 


knighted in 1919 for his work during the War and his services to the 
Royal Family.

Lieutenant-Colonel Sir Walter Gibbons, consulting engineer and 
theatrical manager, died in London yesterday, after a long illness, at 
the age of 62.

and received a number of foreign decorations. During the railway 
strike of 1919 he commanded the Middlesex Motor Transport Corps, 
which did valuable work in supplying food to London, and he was 
created a K.B.E. in the following year. In 1921 Sir Walter organised the 
transport of London and the home counties to meet similar emergen- 
cies. He was a founder and vice-chairman of the Automobile Associa- 
tion, chairman of the Royal Botanic Society, a knight of grace of the 
Order of St. John, and a freeman of the City of London.

Brigadier General Mordaunt Elrington, D.S.O., O.B.E., M.C. 

Born in 1897, Elrington had already begun his training as a Doctor 
when War broke out in 1914. Exchanging medical school for Sand- 
hurst, he was commissioned into the Loyal North Lancs. Regt. in 1915 
but once the War was over, he did not return to medicine and remained 
a regular soldier for the rest of his career. Perhaps it was his destiny— 
the Loyal North Lancs. having been raised in 1741 by an ancestor after 
whom he was named—though Elrington eventually rose to command 
the 2nd Battalion entirely through his own exceptional qualities rather 
than any family connection with the regiment. 

From 1915—17, he served with the Ist and 3rd Bns. in Flanders but 
was then posted as Adjutant to the 4th York. and Lanc. Regt.; he was 
still serving with them when he won the M.C. at Cambrai in Oct. 1918 
for an action during which he took command after his C.O. and all the 
other company commanders had been killed. He remained with the 
York & Lancasters until 1920 when he rejoined the Ist Loyals then 
based in Malta. In Dec. 1921, they were posted to Turkey as part of the 
Allied Army of Occupation for what was to be a very interesting 
experience for Elrington, not least his encounter with Kemal Attaturk 
(see accompanying details). Briefly in China in 1923 and then in India, 
he returned to England and joined the 2nd Loyals before accepting a 
War Office appointment under General Wavell. Returning to the 2nd 
Loyals in 1938, the Bn. was posted to Singapore in Sept. 1939 where 
defensive preparations for war were put in hand both there and on the 
mainland of Malaya. In Sept. 1940, the 2nd Loyals became part of the 
newly formed Ist Malaya Infantry Bde. and Elrington was given 
command of the Bn., being promoted Lt. Col. in the December. 

All through 1941, the Japanese threat to Singapore increased and 
finally, in December of that year, they began their assault on Malaya. 
Elrington and his Bn. were involved in one rearguard action after 
another over the coming weeks as the Japanese forces swept down the 
Malay Peninsular towards Singapore. By the end of January 1942, the 
concluding battle had begun; heavy fighting continued unabated for 
two weeks until, by 14 February, Elrington and his men found 
themselves back in their old barracks awaiting the final confrontation. 
This came the following day and just before the news of General 
Percival’s surrender came through at about 7.30 pm, “A” Company of 
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the Loyals fired what were probably the last Allied shots before 

Singapore fell. Inspired by Elrington, the Loyals had fought splendidly 

and he sent them one last message before they lay down their arms: 
“I congratulate you on fighting so well. Through no fault of your 
own you have been ordered to surrender. Remember the lads who 
have fought and died, and show the same spirit of duty and 
discipline in defeat. Do nothing to bring discredit on the Loyals as 
prisoners of war, God bless you”. 

On 17 February, Elrington and the 2nd Loyals were sent to Changi 
Prison and in July, they volunteered to move—as a unit—to a p.o.w. 
camp in Japan. Instead, they were taken to a camp at Seoul, in Korea, 
and Elrington, as Senior British Officer, was made Camp Comman- 
dant. Despite personal ill-health, he soon gained the total confidence of 
all the internees and his many services on their behalf were rewarded 
with an O.B.E. after the War. 

Liberated in Sept. 1945, Elrington returned to the U.K. and in May 
1946 was reappointed commanding officer of the 2nd Loyals. Promoted 
Colonel that October, he then served with the occupying forces in 
Europe until his unit was disbanded in January 1947. In August 1950, 
he received further promotion to Brigadier General and retired from 
the Army in 1951. To improve his failing health he subsequently moved 
to Santa Fe, New Mexico, where he died in 1981.

On September 2nd 1942, Flying Officer Kucharski was the pilot of a 
Wellington aircraft which engaged a U-boat in the Bay of Biscay. He

immediately attacked releasing six depth charges along the track of the 
U-boat, which was still on the surface, four of the depth charges 
straddling it. The U-boat was also machine-gunned and several of the 
crew who were on deck were seen to collapse. The aircraft then circled 
and released two A/S bombs which fell very close, and made five more 
attacks with machine gun fire. Ten of the crew were seen to dive into the 
sea and the U-boat had a definite list to port and was down by the 
bows, with part of her screws showing. This was confirmed from the 
photographs taken. Information was afterwards received that this U- 
boat had taken shelter in the Spanish harbour of Santander. 

Flying Officer Kucharski has carried out nearly 200 hours operatio- 
nal flying in Coastal Command and 16 bombing raids in Bomber 
Command. He is steady and persevering captain of aircraft, who has at 
all times displayed great determination and courage in his endeavours 
to carry out his tasks successfully. He is considered to be one of the best 
of his squadron. He is strongly recommended for a non-immediate 
award of the Distinguished Flying Cross. 

No. 300 (Masovian) (Polish) Squadron 

No. 300 Squadron was formed at Bramcote, Warwickshire, on Ist 
July, 1940, as a bomber squadron. It was the first Polish-manned 
bomber squadron to form in the R.A.F. and, oddly enough. most of its 
orginal crews had previously served in Polish figher units. 

Beginning operations in mid-September, 1940, with Battle aircraft, 
No. 300 later converted to Wellington IC’s, [V’s, HI’s and X’s in turn, 
and finally to Lancaster I’s and III’s. Over a span of 2} years it logged 
3,684 operational sorties and dropped nearly 10,000 tons of bombs on 
enemy objections. It attacked 133 cities and major targets, invasion 
landing craft concentrations, ports and harbours, shipyards and U- 
boat building yards, airfields, industrial objectives, flying-bombs and 
launching sites, fortifications, concentrations of troops and Panzer 
divisions; and it also laid more than 1,400 mines in enemy waters. The

““A very heavy bomb struck the side of a gas holder a few feet from 
the ground. The gas ignited and flames immediately shot out. Flying 


bomb splinters and pieces of shrapnel pierced the three nearest gas 
holders. In a second four holders, which are six hundred feet in

circumference and over one hundred feet high, were enveloped in sheets 
of flame. At the time gas was being manufactured and pumped into 
some of the holders ready for the next morning’s supply. 

Page realised that unless the flow of gas into the holders was stopped 
immediately, it might be too late, and the fire would spread disas- 
trously. There was no time to get into his asbestos clothing, so seizing 
only a pair of leather gloves, he rushed down the line of fire between the 
blazing holders to turn off the valves. 

The flames from the holder originally struck by the bomb were 
shooting out towards Page, enveloping the valves which had to be 
turned off. The heat was tremendous. Covering the back of his head 
and neck with his jacket, he seized the red hot valve wheel and 
wrenched it round. The gloves protected Page’s hands, but his wrists 
were burned. Darting from holder to holder he turned off the valves. 
Flames were already licking a fifth holder, but this was saved with the 
four others. 

The heat from the flames was so great that it shattered the stone 
coping round one of the holders and pieces were flung into the air. 
Bombs were still falling and Page had just finished turning off the last 
valve when he was knocked out by a piece of debris. He was later found 
by his mates, who came out to look for him, on the far side of the 
holders. 

As a result of Page’s prompt and amazingly cool action, the holders 
were saved and the Fire Brigades were able to subdue the outbreak.”

L.M.G. when they were about 20 yds. away from the objective. Rfn. 
Karnabahadurs sec. came under heavy fire from the right M.M.G. 
while his sec. comdr. went to deal with this M.M.G. Rfn. Karnabaha- 
dur took his Bren gun out to a flank and although he made himself a 
target for very heavy enemy rifle and automatic fire continued to fire his 
gun and give his sec. comdr. covering fire. After the M.M.G. post had 
been taken he switched his fire on to another M.M.G. crew who were 
holding up the advance of the left sec. He killed 2 of the crew and the 
others finding themselves subjected to heavy fire withdrew taking their 
gun with them. As they were withdrawing Rfn. Karnabahadur expos- 
ing himself to heavy fire stood up and threw 2 grenades at the 
withdrawing enemy severely wounding 2 of them. 

During the attack on “Snowden East” on 5.3.45. Rfn. Karnabaha- 
dur’s pl. attacked from the S.W. his sec. being on the right flank. When 
they were about 20 yds. away from the top of the feature the left hand 
sec. which was a little ahead came under heavy L.M.G. fire from 
position above them and were brought to ground and were suffering 
heavy casualties. Rifleman Karnabahadur seeing this stood in the open, 
and although the enemy above showered grenades down upon him, 
firing his Bren from the hip killed one of the L.M.G. crew and wounded 
the other who crawled out of his trench and withdrew dragging his 
L.M.G. with him, thus allowing the left hand sec. to advance once 
more.

Corporal Bell was captured on the 28th May, 1940, in the Forest de 
Nieppe between Hazebrouck and Balleul. He was marched into the 
woods together with six others, who were then shot by the Germans. 
When the first shot was fired Corporal Bell feigned death. After the 
Germans had left he found the others were dead, and on hearing the 
Germans returning, made for the centre of the wood. He remained in 
the wood for five days, and kept alive on leaves and a bottle of rum he 
found. On leaving the wood, he met a British officer and two other 
ranks in a barn and together they set out for the coast. Failing to find a 
boat at Wissant, South of Calais, they turned inland and southwards. 
From Frevent, where they stayed about five months, a young French- 
man took them to Lille, and two weeks later they went to Vierzon by 
passenger train, and crossed the line of demarcation on a goods train 
with the help of railway officials. From Charteaurous they went by 
train to Marseilles, where they arrived on the 29th November 1940. 

Corporal Bell was interned in St. Hippolyte for a month, and then 
after hiding a fortnight in Marseilles crossed into Spain with a party of 
twelve. They reached the British Consulate in Barcelona on the 25th 
February. When within an hour of Madrid on the 27th February, 
Corporal Bell was arrested and imprisoned for two months, but was 
released for repatriation and reached Gibraltar on the 21st April 1941.

General Taylor reported: “The first eighty hours after a bomb has 
fallen are the really dangerous ones, and in L/Sgt. Clarke’s case work 
started within a few hours of the bomb falling and continued through- 
out the whole of the really dangerous period. Until a bomb is reached it 
is impossible to say what fuzes it contains, and all that is known is that 
the risk is a very considerable one, and a steadily increasing one until 80 
hours have lapsed. 

I therefore consider that his action shows a high degree of bravery, 
and worthy of recognition, although as only one incident is cited, I 
consider that a B.E.M. should be adequate.”

On this occasion Lance-Corporal Powell acted with great courage and 
dogged tenacity of purpose, completely disregarding the extreme 
danger of the task in hand.

William Fosbery was born on the 9th June 1825, joining the 77th 
(Middlesex Regt.) as an Ensign in 1855. Later that same year with the 
rank of Lieutenant he was posted to the Crimea, and served in the 
trenches before Sebastopol. During a serious engagement, he was 
severely wounded on the 2nd August, as a result of which, his left leg 
was amputated. 

This however was not to finish his military career, for after being 
fitted with an artificial limb he was promoted to the rank of Captain on 
the 16th June 1858. 

He retired on half pay on the 18th February 1862, being promoted to 
the rank of Major on the Ist July 1881. Remarkably he continued to be 
shown in the Army List up to 1920 when his name disappears, at the 
age of 85! 

He belonged to an old Wiltshire family which could trace its roots 
back to a forester who served Edward I. Of particular interest is Major 
Fosbery’s brother Lt. Col. G. V. Fosbery, V.C. who won his award for 
leading a group of the Ist Punjab Infantry in storming the “Crag 
Piquet” on 30th October 1863. He was also a firearm designer of world 
renown.

Alice Keppel (1869 — 1947), was to exert tremendous influence over 
Edward VII during the final years of his life. From the time of their first 
meeting in February 1898 until the king’s death in 1910, she was his 
constant companion, close friend and intimate. 

At the outset of the new reign in 1901, due to Edward’s previous 
track record, Mrs. Keppel was regarded in some circles as merely 


another Lillie Langtry, highlighting the moral shortcomings of the 
monarch. The author, Henry James wrote of their relationship in 
scathing terms, describing the King as: “... that arch vulgarian, 
carrying on with Mrs. Keppel in such an undignified manner”. 

However, it soon transpired that Mrs. Keppel was a different 
proposition. Charming, dignified and intelligent, she was a lady who 
exerted a benign and moderating influence on Edward. These qualities, 
combined with her discretion and loyalty ensured that she gained the 
respect of Queen Alexandra. Indeed, upon the impending death of 
Edward, in a mark of the esteem in which she was held, Mrs. Keppel 
was summoned by the Queen to his bedside. 

After Edward’s death, Mrs. Keppel left London for the Far East, 
with her family, returning two years later. She died in 1947, having 
lived a further fifteen years in London, before moving to Italy in 1927.

The Tochi Scouts had eight outposts and a Headquarters at Miran- 
shah, where a large reserve was kept, it was here that in August 1940 
Captain Russell was serving as Quartermaster. The situation in the 
Tochi Valley had been turbulent for some time and the Political Agent 
ordered the round up of a large Daur village on the river side, called 
Tappi. A “star Gasht”, or maximum turn out was ordered for this 
operation, and Lieutenant Russell, who did not need to go out, 
volunteered. 

On this occasiona, the 7th August 1940, all went well, the troops 
arrived early in the morning and had searched about half of the village 
before the inhabitants had time to prevent it. However the situation 
changed rapidly and the Political Agent ordered a suspension of 
operations, and a withdrawal from the village. As the withdrawal 
proceeded, the graveyard ghundai was fired on from the higher ground 
to the north-east. One of the recruits was hit in the chest and Russell, 
running out to help him, was hit just below the knee, the bullet 
smashing the bone and completely incapacitating him. Fire became 
heavier, and the recruits under his command became very shaky. At 
this point, the Scout N.C.O. instead of taking command, busied himself 
with dressing Russell’s wound, he then arranged for him to be carried 
out of the action. The carrier party was exposed to a heavy fire, their 
task being made that much harder as Russell weighed some 16 stones. 
The action now became one of a series of small, hand fought “‘fire 
fights” and in the confusion the other officers thought that Russell was 
safe, under cover, with eight men to protect him. But he was not. The 
eight had departed, leaving only his Turi orderly Lal Jan, and three 
unarmed stretcher bearers. Above them was an almost sheer slope, up 
which they could not possibly carry a heavily laden stretcher. As the 
situation deteriorated Lal Jan went off to get help, two of the remaining 
stretcher bearers fled leaving only Khan Badshah with Russell. He was 
ordered by Russell to run for his life and told a later Court of Enquiry, 
“so I set off... The last time I saw Captain Russell he was sitting on the 
stretcher smoking a cigarette, his hand on his pistol”’. 

Later that afternoon Captain S. I. Hassan found Russell, headless and 
stripped to a torn vest. He was buried in Karachi War Cemetary Plot 
11, row C.11.
